i, This memorandum contains a recommendation for your 
approval; such recommendation is contained in paragraph 4. 


2. When the Security Officers providing support to the 
Director of Central Intelligence were on the Office of Security Table 
of Organization, an exception to the Agency overtime policy was 
granted to permit payment of overtime to GS-11's and above for all 
hours worked im excess of 40 per week. Im April 1968 when the 
overtime policy for the Office of Security was revised, this pro- 
vision was deleted since it did not affect any personnel on the OS 
Table of Organization at that time. We have been informed, however, 
that am exception is still in effect for the Security Officers assigned 
to the DCI Security Staff who are now on the DCI Table of Organization. 


3. For some period of time the Technical Division, Office 
of Security, has been providing technical officers for a special DCI 
project. In perfermance of their duties they are required to work 
many houre in excess of the normal workweek. When they are not 
working on this project, they are performing duties within the Technical 
Division. Thérefore, all after hours or weekend work represents over- 
time worked in excess of the normal workweek of 40 hours. 


4, In view of the fact that the security officers in grades GS-11 
and abeve on the DCI Table of Organization receive overtime for all 
houre én exceas of 40, it is recommended that an exception to 
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be granted to permit reimbursement of OS employees who render. 
support on this special DCI project on a regular basis for all over- 
time work performed in excess of 40 per week, providing the 


maximum compensation allowable under U.S. Government regu- 
lations is not exceeded. 


The recommendation contained in Paragraph 4 is approved.
